A PENNSYLVANIA 
SHOOTING PROGRAM 
By Harold A. Olson 


For some time I have considered writ- 
ing concerning our shooting program here 
at our Rod and Gun Club (Shinglehouse, 
Pa.). 

To begin with I must acquaint you with 
the reasons why we are shooting as we do. 
Our club is located along the Oswayo Creek 
which is in Potter County, Pa. Numerous 
articles have been written about the excel- 
lent deer hunting in this area but no arti- 
cles have been written about the shooters 
here who have for years been interested in 
shooting, not for small groups asin Bench 
Rest matches although they all do a certain 
amount of this, but for competitive sport. 
There are no Bench Rest Clubs within a 
hundred mile radius of here but this area 
has turned out some fine bench rest cham- 
pions in the persons of the well known 
Lyle Heap, Clair Taylor and Don Robbins, 
to mention a few. 

Varmint hunting has always been good 
in this area and the use of finely tuned 
rifles and interest in reloading for accuracy 
has created quite a few bragging guns and 
a lot of talk as to the ability of these guns 
to score well. To find out just how good 
they really are we have designed some com- 
petition not far removed from the old tur- 
key shoots still popular in the area but tough 
enough to separate the men from the boys. 

The equipment used by all the partici- 
pants consists of mostly standard _ rifles 
bought from various dealers. Sakos are 
very prevalent, especially the heavy barreled 
numbers in 222 and 243 calibers. Also a 
number of Remington rifles in 222, 22/250, 
etc., with a few rifles made up on popular 
actions with heavier barrels. Scopes are of

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the target type mostly in a range of powers 
from 10X upward. Our only limitation is 
that the rifle and scope weigh no more 
than 10% pounds complete. 


We have a number of rules in effect at 
our shoots which are closely adhered to by 
all members. Every one has work to do 
and is expected to help. We always have 
coffee hot and a lot of gun talk is carried 
on between the matches. 


We shoot at night from benches con- 
structed in the windows of the club house 
to a well lighted target frame 100 yards dis- 
tant. The use of sand bags and bench rest 
positions are used by everyone. 


What makes our shooting somewhat 
unique is the targets we use. We make 
our own and they consist of just one ring, 
which has a % inch well defined black circle 
encasing a 1 inch diameter center. A large 
piece of paper containing as many circles as 
there are shooters is mounted on the target 
frame and everyone is assigned a certain one 
to shoot at. Only one shot is fired by each 
shooter. After they have all shot the tar- 
get is brought in and the winner is an- 
nounced. You can bet that the winner has 
been announced much ahead of the target 
reading because someone is watching every 
shot with a spotting scope at all times. 
The man or woman (we have some excel- 
lent women shooters) who places his shot 
nearest the center of the Bull, as we call it, 
is the winner of the match. To spice this 
event and also give a little incentive to the 
shooter, an entrance fee is charged and the 
winner is rewarded with 60% of the take, 
whatever it may be, and the club benefits 
by the remaining 40% which helps balance 
the cost of heat, lights, targets, etc. The 
competition is very keen and a lot of effort 
is put into every shot. Most of the rifles 
will under average conditions print a five 
shot group into three quarters of an inch 
or less. The trick to this shooting is the 
centering of the shot and our best marksmen 
consider themselves lucky to win twice out 
of ten matches. 


In this shooting we are beset by the 
same problems that concern all shooters, 
such as wind, fog, rain, mirage, light change 
and all the others. Also one more condition 
makes it difficult to score consistently well, 
that being the fact that each shooter sights 


in before the matches start but it may be 
two hours before the last match and by 
that time a lot of factors must be taken into 


account. 


We feel that this shooting is doing 
what it was designed to do as a number of 
young people are starting to assemble shoot- 
ing equipment, assisted by the older fellows, 
and are really interested in this excellent 
hobby. Every one looks forward to these 
shoots and they are enjoyed by all. 


Our reason for writing must be obvious 
by now. It was to tell other shooters what 
we are doing and to hope they start a pro- 
gram of some type for this caliber shooter.

HUNTER-RIFLE PROGRAM 
POINTS TO CONSIDER 


First, and most important, it should be 
clearly understood that the Hunter-Rifle pro- 
gram IS NOT intended as a new or differ- 
ent competitive rifle shooting program for 
people who are already experienced in 
other types of competitive rifle shooting. 
IT IS intended to offer a competitive rifle 
shooting program which may be attractive 
to people who have not participated in any 
form of organized shooting competition. 
These people have not heretofore had any 
organized competitive or recreational shoot- 
ing program available in which they could 
use the rifles they own and use for hunting. 
Hunter-Rifle shooting offers a large number 
of rifle owners and users the incentive to 
make target shooting a major, year-around 
recreational activity, thereby adding to the 
interest and pleasure of shooting. In short, 
the Hunter-Rifle program is intended as a 
means of getting more people to doing more 
shooting. 


With the foregoing understood and in 
mind, groups who would give Hunter-Rifle 
matches a fair trial should give thought to 
means for letting the people they want to 
attract know about the match they will be 
sponsoring. Most people read the local 
newspapers and listen to local radio station 
broadcasts. One or two modest advertise- 
ments in the local newspaper and frequent 
spot announcements on radio local service 
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programs are a practical means for letting 
the greatest number of people know about 
the match. In both cases the name, mail 
address and phone number of one or more 
persons should be given from whom addi- 
tional and detailed information may be se- 
cured. Giving local sporting goods store 
people some detailed information about the 
match, which they could pass along to in- 
quiring customers, would also be a help. 


For those people who do come to the 
match, provide some hospitality, indicate 
some pleasure at having them come, explain 
how the shooting will be conducted, give 
help to any who seem to need it, be 
“hosts” rather than mere “vendors.” 


When the match is over, and even if it 
isn’t a howling success, PROMPTLY, not 
later than the following day, give the news- 
paper and radio station a report of the 
match, and be free with mentioning names 
of those participating and their successes. 

If the folks who attend the match have 
a good time they'll tell others about it; and 
if they have a lousy time they'll be doubly 
sure to tell others. 

MATCH PROGRAM: It would prob- 
ably be best to use the rules adopted by the 
California Rifle & Pistol Association as a 
guide for conducting the match. They were 
adopted after being proven as satisfactory 
after over two years trial in matches. These 
rules were printed on pages 11 and 12 of 
April 1966 Precision Shooting. 


CLASSIFICATION: For continued 
success of matches, some type of classifica- 
tion which will permit shooters to compete 
against others of about their own ability, 
rather than against the field, is probably 
desirable. The California classification sys- 
tem would seem to be fair and satisfactory 
when a substantial number of those attend- 
ing matches have demonstrated their scoring 
ability. However, for first matches, when 
the ability of none of the shooters nor equip- 
ment is known, the Lewis system of classi- 
fication might be more desirable. For the 
Lewis System, the participants are divided 
into three equal groups according to ranking 
of scores, with equal awards to winners in 
each class. For Hunter-Rifle, an additional 
fourth class for those shooting iron sights 
might be desirable. 

AWARDS: Shooting is presumed to be 
fun, and awards emblematic of success are 
probably more desirable to the greater num- 
ber of participants, even though they be 
simple and inexpensive, such as attractive 
ribbons denoting rank, etc., provided they 
are relative to entry fees. However, for 
starting matches the sponsors would be bet- 
ter protected financially by awarding a per- 
centage of entry fees. 

TIME: By shooting five 5-shot targets 
at one sitting of 40 minutes time limit, par- 
ticipants need not spend a prolonged time 
at the range. They may come to the range, 
do their shooting as soon as there is an open 
opportunity, see what their score is and 
compare it with others that may have been 
fired, and then go on to other activities if 
they so wish. The course of fire also per-

mote this program from scratch. 

So, tell a lot of people that you are go- 
ing to hold the match—where, when and 
how; do your best to make it a pleasant 
event for those who do attend; then prompt- 
ly report it to your local news media. Make 
target shooting a pleasant, interesting, desir- 
able recreational activity for a lot of people. 
Get more people to doing more shooting. 
That can help to diminish some of our sport 
shooting troubles. P.. HT.

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BULLET JACKET SITUATION 
AND POSSIBLE PROSPECTS 
Dear Phil: 

As you probably already know we are 
having a real problem in jackets these days. 
Since I know that a great number of the 
bench rest shooters make their own bullets 
I am sure that this letter will be of some in- 
terest to them. 


As far as I know there are no .705 (22 
cal.) jackets available any more and this is 
the jacket most commonly used by the bench 
rest trade. Sierra will not make delivery 
any more and it is my understanding RCBS 
has run out. My word from Speer is that 
they also will not supply any more jackets. 

Jackets have always been a problem in 
that most of the firms who supply jackets 
are also manufacturers of bullets and of 
course they are more interested in the sale 
of bullets than they are of jackets. At the 
present time there appars to be a shortage 
in some types of material for jacket making 
and naturally the firms are hoarding their 
present stocks.

I would like to encourage all the 
fellows who make their own bullets to write 
to RCBS Inc., Box 729, Oroville, Calif., to 
the attention of Fred Huntington and urge 
him to keep supplying jackets to the hand- 
loading public. I think that if this demand 
is great enough he will do it. If he does it 
will be a fine act on his part because there 
is practically no profit in bullet jackets and 
there is a great deal of outlay of cash in 
carrying them in stock. I think however 
that if the response to this is great enough 
though, he will help us out in this matter. 
Fred is a dedicated man and his great love 
is the handloading business and I’m sure 
he will come thru for us. In writing it 
might be well to indicate the caliber and 


length of jacket that you use and would 
be interested in purchasing. 

I cannot urge you strong enough to 
take time to write as suggested. If you 
do not, or if your plea is not answered, you 
are going to find yourselves deheading fired 
22 cases, as was necessary during the last 
war, and for those of you who remember 
those jackets you'll remember that they ain’t 
much for bench rest work.

AUGUSTA, OHIO 


On Saturday and Sunday, April 16 and 
17, the 1966 season of bench rest shooting 
in the Eastern Region got off to a fine start 
at Reed’s Run Rifle Range, Augusta, Ohio. 

Amid the greeting of old friends and 
the making of new ones, there was also an 
air of sadness. The absence of “Buster” as 
his gang knew him or “Brownie” as others 
knew him, who passed away on the fifth day 
after the firing of the Eastern Region Cham- 
pionship matches last September was felt by 
all. Also, the absence of Paul Gottschall, 
another member of the Reed’s Run gang, 
and one of our top contenders in any match, 
was very apparent. Paul has been serious- 
ly ill for several weeks. 

Ralph Brown, brother of “Buster” and 
one of bench-rest shooting’s former top com- 
petitors, was range master on Saturday. 
Ralph is getting a little practice as he is go- 
ing to be range master at the 1966 Open 
Rifle National Championship Matches to be 
held on this range August 2, 3, 4 and 5. 
On Sunday, Michael Howard, grandson of 
“Brownie,” served as range officer and 
started the day’s shooting as his grandfather 
would have wished. 


On Sunday, Ralph Pickens, one of 
“Brownie’s” buddies and a comparatively 
new shooter, fired a five shot group at 200 
yards which was range measured at .178 
(inch) and is now in for measurement as a 
possible new record. This five shot group 
record has been held by William Kerr of 
Red Lion, Pa. Bill fired his record holding 
group at Altoona, Pa., on August 9, 1959. 
Pickens was shooting a 222% caliber in a 
Remington action with a Brown sleeve and 
Hart barrel. Gunsmithing was done by 
Dempsey Frost of Akron, Ohio. He used 53 
grain bullets in .705” jackets made in dies 
by C. A. Mauk of Ambridge, Pa., with 26% 
grains of Ball Cl and Remington 6% prim- 
ers. Over 4,000 rounds have been fired 
through this rifle. 


Many have been heard to say that 
bench-rest shooting is dead, but to show that 
this just isn’t true, there were thirty-eight 
shooters on Saturday and forty-three on Sun- 
day. 

THE MATCH STATISTICS: Matches 
were for Bench Rest Rifle, both 5 and 10 
shot group courses, and Heavy Varmint 
class. The 100 yard shooting was on Sat- 
urday and the 200 yard on Sunday. A total 
of 28 shot the Bench Rest Rifle class matches 
and 18 in Heavy Varmint class. The ag- 
gregate winners were:

EDITOR’S COMMENT: Not every- 
one in bench rest matches shoot tiny aggre- 
gates all the time, and even the big-names 
take their tumbles at times. In these 10- 
shot group Bench Rifle matches the biggest 
grand aggregate was .9752 MOA and three 
others were over .700 MOA. A two-time 
National Champ was beaten in this shoot 
by several shooters of much less experience 
and some frequent match winners were 
nearer the bottom than the top of the rank- 
ing list. In the 5-shot Bench Rifle matches 
the biggest grand aggregate was .6674 MOA 
and, again, some big-names were beaten by 
relatively new competitors. Biggest Heavy 
Varmint class grand aggregate was 1.0351

Primers. Al Walters shot a Hart built rifle 
on a Weber Action chambered for .2224% 
load was 25% gr. BLC with Holmes bullets 
and Rem. 6! primers. Bob Stultz used a 
40X Action Hart barrel with gunsmithing 
by Baucher of Kansas City.

The % inch plywood (outdoor type) makes a perfectly smooth bench top which, as 


a bonus, provides weather protection to the timber and joints underneath it. 


The cut-outs 


for the shooter are easy to make, are practical, and the pieces cut out make excellent 


seat tops. 


The “sills” to which the bench top is fastened and which tie the legs together, fore 


and aft, are 2 x 6 inch planks, planed four sides. 


The 2 x 6 inch header at front and 


2 x 4 inch piece at rear provide further support and protection at the ends of the bench. 


A SIMPLE, INEXPENSIVE 
BENCH REST FACILITY 


For any as yet unorganized groups who 
may be interested in the Hunter-Rifle shoot- 
ing program but do not have bench rest 
facilities presently available, a description of 
the relatively inexpensive facility on the edi- 
tor’s local gun club range might provide 
some guiding suggestions. 


The benches are simple to construct, 
provide a practically immovable base for 
shooting, and the material cost is small—at 
local retail prices in the area two years ago, 
approximately $15.00 per bench. The 
benches are durable and should last for a 
good number of years. The target butts 
system is primitive, inexpensive and _ prac- 
tical for this type of match shooting. 

The % inch outdoor type plywood for 
the bench tops is strong enough to be dur- 
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able, provide a desirable smooth surface 
and, since they are in one piece, provide 
desirable weather protection for the under 
parts of the bench. One sheet of 4X8 feet 
plywood will make tops and seats for two 
benches. 


The bench legs are untreated white 
cedar posts of 5 inch top diameter. While 
these may seem rather small for the purpose 
they have proven to be quite satisfactory in 
use. In this location, which is a_ well 
drained, hard compacted sand soil, the posts 
were set in the ground to a depth of approx- 
imately 18 inches. On this type of soil 
there is no frost heaving in the Spring and 
this is deep enough. On heavier loam or 
clay soil types, in the northern areas, the 
posts would need to be set deeper in the 
ground and, even then, there would prob- 
ably be some frost-heaving in the Spring 
and some compacting of the soil around the

legs would probably be necessary after the 
ground had dried and settled again. Using 
a wood less durable in contact with soil than 
white cedar, some protective treatment of 
the leg bottoms, in contact with the soil, 
would be desirable and worthwhile.

giving support to the rear end of the bench 


top, is a piece of 2X4. The tops of the 
posts are “flatted,” with a hand rip-saw, to 
give a good bearing surface for the sills and 
a horizontally sawed shoulder is made at the 
bottom of the flats to provide additional 
support of the sills. Before making any 
cuts in the posts, their location is arrived 
at by means of straight edged pieces of 
lumber, preferably the sills, lightly tacked 
to the posts. Before making any markings, 
the sills are leveled cross-wise and fore-and- 
aft to assure a perfectly level bench top. 
After the posts are marked, their tops are 
sawn off just below the tops of the sills, or, 
they may be sawn off flush with the top of 
the sills after the sills are fastened in place. 
The sills are spiked to the posts, with a coat- 
ing of thick paint on the wood surfaces 
that will be in contact with each other. The 
tops of the sills are given a coat of thick 
paint, the plywood top put in place, lined 
up with the target location, and nailed in 
place. The headers at front and back are 
then nailed in place and the bench top nail- 
ed to them, with all wood-to-wood contact 
areas well painted. 


The cut-outs for the shooters which are 
shown are more convenient to make than

curved cut-outs, are just as satisfactory to 
use, and the pieces cut out make godd-seat 
tops. 

The two legs for each seat are pieces 
of smaller white cedar posts, sharpened on 
one end and driven firmly into the ground 
in holes pre-punched with an iron crow- 
bar. The seat tops are fastened to the legs 
by two 20d nails into the top of each 
squared leg top. The seats shown are firm 
in this location after two years use. 

The tops of the bench, seats and ex- 
posed areas of the sills and headers were 
given two coats of good quality porch floor 
paint and have been repainted one coat each 
year since building. 


The target frames are % inch plywood 
fastened to 1X2 inch pine frames, which are 
nailed to the white cedar posts. If practi- 
cal the target frames should be approxi- 
mately level with the bench tops, but this is 
not a critical matter and must be governed 
by the “lay” of the ground surface at any 
range location. 


This range is conveniently located and 
the bench rest facilities are used a great 
deal more by non-members of the club than 
by members. It is considered better to pro- 
vide these people a place to hang their tar- 
gets than to have them hang targets on and 
shoot up other facilities on the range.
